ing been graciouſly pleaſed, of late times, 
furiher to enlighten me, I know not one 
thing here delivered in this Treatiſe, that 
may; ſeem to have any inconſiſtency with 
any of' my former Books, but is contained 
within thuſe RetraQations, as to Matter 
A 3 and, 
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and Subſtance. As tothe Dodrin.of the 
holy Trivity, namely, the Oneneſs of the 
Eſſence ot the Father, the Son, aid th 
Holy Ghoſt, and their true dvtiiction, of 
their Relative Attribures, 1 thank God, 
have always had the (our.d Fanth thereof, 
wherein 1 have fully agreed wuk#! Or- 
thodox Chriſtians, 1n oppoſition ro Either 
Arianim, or Sabellianiſm, or any other [le- 
retical Opinion z but 1 acknowledge my 
weaknels in being too (crupulous to.own 
the manner of expreſſing rhat diſtiaRion, 
by calling them three /Perſons, as other 
ſound Chriſtians, upon good ground, have 
called them ; the which icruple, upon good 
conlideration and adviiement, I have now 
laid aſide, and have found freedom to uſe 
thole terms, with all other Orthodox Pro- 
feors of Chriſtianity, for reaſons ſufficient 
(as I judge) I have given on that: Head in 
my following Treatiſe; but "this doth not 
argue in me any change of 'my Faith, ſee- 
ing, as my former Books luthcientlyteſtifie, 
I h:d the ſame Faith formerly as touching 
that gre.t and glorious Myſtery, that I now 
have.

any, but ſuch who ſeek rocloak their groſs 
Error by only pretending a {crupulolity to 
uſe the terms, as the Arguments that ſtand 
on Record in Print to this day, never Re- 
tracted by them, evidently prove, (who 
have argued not only againſt the Names 
or Terms Three Per/ons, but aganiſt their 
being Three, and againſt any diſtin&tion 
betwixt them, other than Nominal, or in 
Manifeſtations and Operations in time ) 
are no wile excuſable, until they retra& 
their former Error : For thiis they have ar- 
ou'd, as it ſtands in ſome of their Printed 
Books., Either they are three nothings, or 
three ſomethings; if three ſomethings, they 
are three Gods, And why ſhould they icru- 
ple the word Perſons, more than the word 
Trinity ; (ince alter great Cavillation againſt 
Trinity, as well as Perſons, for their not be- 
10g expreſs Scripture Words, fome of chief 
Note among them have ſaid in Print, they 
own the Scriptere Trinitys and ſurely they 
were never deſired to own any other, nor 
blamed for not owning any other. It is 
A3 mo{? 
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mol? certain.chat all the other parts of Chri- 
tian Doctrin are built on this great Fur-' 
damental, that the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghoſt, are one God, having one 
Eſſence, and yet truly diſtin& in their re- 
lative Attributes and Properties and to 
deny their true diſtin&ion, 1s fully as great 
an Error. as to deny the Onene!s of their 
Eſſence and Goahead;, nor can the true Chri- 
ſfti.n Fauch be ever truly taught, or under- 
ſtood, without that Doctrin , rheretore it 
- was that Chriſt commanded his Apoſtics to 
Baprtiie all, who ſhould become his Dilct- 
ples. in the Name of the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghoſt z which to be ſure they 
would not do, before they did in ſome 
meaſure inſtru& them in the knowledge of 
this great Myſtery, From which it is evi- 
dent, that the DoGrin it (elf is a main Fun- 
damwental of che Chriſtian Religion, the 
denyal of which is 2 plain overchrowing 
of the Chriſtian Faith, as 1s likewiſe the 
denyal of the Twctold Nature of Chriſt, 
the one of his Godhead, the other of his

Another thing [ 
deſire the Reader to notice, That whereas 
k have not ſo particularly and fully treated 
of the Moral Part of Chriſtianity , as of 
the other Part, reſpeing matters of Faith, 
I requeſt the Reader not 1o conſtrue, that 
he had any occaſion thereby to judge of me, 
that I laid not as great weight upon the 
neceſlary practice of the one, v/z. the mo- 
ral Part (in the careful obſervation of all 
God's Commands) as upon the neceſſary 
Faith and Knowledge of the other. in order 
to our attaining Eternal Life and Happi- 
neſs, for, indeed, I hold them borh equal. 
Ly neceſſary to that end. All true Chriſtian 
Morality is builr on the true Chriſtian Faith, 
and draweth its greateſt motives and obliga- 
tions to virtuous Living from thence,where- 
by as great a diſtintion is made betwixt 
the Chriſtians Virtues, and theſe of the 
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Heathen Virtues, as betwixt Silver and Iron; 
or Gold and Braſs. The great reaſon therefore 
of my not treating, «# preſet, ſo particu- 
larly and fully on the Moral Part is, becauſe 
 theneceſiity of the Moral Part is generally 
owned and acknowledged, among, all pro- 
feſſed Chriſtians, of the ſeveral Denomina- 
tions and Communions in Chriſtendom, 
Cas alſo: in great meaſure many among ſober 
Heathens, though they have not the know- 
ledge of theſe great and noble Motives and 
Obligations to prattiſe the Moral Part that: 
all true Chriſtians have.) And becauſe I 
know there are many who want more to 
be well taught and helped in the Do@rinal 
Part of the Chriſtian Faith than in the 
Moral Part, therefore , with reſpe& to 
theſe, I have chicfly undertaken this Work, 
that what Morality is found among them, 
who are ſhort in the true Knowledge and 
Faith of Chriſtin DuCtrin, may be id van- 
ced to the true pitch of rrue Chri:titan Mora- 
lity, by their receiving the ſound Chriſtian 
Faith, as God ſhall be plcaſed tro work ir 
in them by his holy Spirit, in the uſe of 
outward means and helps afforded and of- 
fered unto them.

£H. If his Blood was but a part, why is our 
Redemption, remiffion of our Sins, Juſtification 
and SandCtification, ſo much arttribured to his 
Blood ?

A. Nay, For any inward Gift or Grace of 
Light «nd Life in - the Saints, is but the Effect 
or Fruit, purchaſed and. procured by the Blood 
of Chriſt, ' as the Cauſez but the Cauſe and the 
Effect ſhould not be confounded, bur 'Uiſtintly 
conſidered ;z although by the Figure of Merony- 
wie, ſometimes the Name of the Cauſe is given 
to the Effect, as Exod. 21.21. A Man's Servant 
is called his Money, becauſe his Money bought 
or purchagd him. 

9. How did Chriſt Redeem, Reconcile, Ju- 
ſtife and Sanctifte Men by his Death, and 
ſhedding of his Blood for them on” the Tree of 
the Croſs? Are Men ſimply, by what he then 
did and ſuffered for them, Sts Juſtified 
and Santctihed, before true Faith, Repentance, 
and Converſion is wrought in them ? 

A. Men are not either Reconciled, Juſtified, 
or Sanctified, untit true Faith, Repentance, and 
Converſion 18 wrought in them, Rom. 4. 5, 6. 
Atts 2. 38. Atts 3. 19, As 5. 30, 31. Bur 
Chriſt, by the merit of his Death, and ſhedding 
of his Blood, and by all that he did and ſuffe- 
red for us without us, procured and purchaſed 
for us, Redemption, Remiſſion, Juſtification, 
and the inward Grace of SandCtification;z yea, 
Faith and Repentance, together with the In- 
dwelling of the Holy Spirit, and the ſpiritual 
Pre- 
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Preſence of Chriſt with all his ſaving Gifts and 
Graces, all which in the time appointed of God 
arereccived and witneſſed by all them, who.are 
or ſhall be ſaved, Pſal.6. 18. Eph. 4. 4. Aﬀs5.3 1. 

2. Whar is the chief thing that 1s to be conſi- 
dered in the Death and Sufferings of Chriſt ? 

A. His moſt perfect, and molt holy Obedience, 
and Reſignation-unto the Will of his Father ; fot 
becauſe he thus humbled himſelf, and became 
obedient unto Death, even the Death of the 
Croſs, therefore God hath highly exalted him to 
be a Prince and a Saviour, Philip. 2. 8. 9. 

9. What made his Obedience of fo great me- 
rit and worth ? 


A. Becauſe he offered himſelf through the E- | 


ternal Spirit, Heb. 9. 14. and that he was both 
God and Man, his Godhead gave that great dig- 
nity, worth, and value to his obedience : That 
as the diſobedience of one Man (to wit Adam) 
brought ſin and guilt upon all, fo the obedicnce 
of one Man (to wit Jetus Chriſt the ſecond Adam) 
ſhould make ſatisfaftion to God, for the Sins of 
all ; and as the Judgment, was by one to Con- 
demnation, ſo the free giftis of many Offences 
unto Juſtification, Roms. 5.16. 18. 

2. Why did not God forgive Mer's Sins with- 
out a ſatisfaction to his Juſtice, ſeeing Men can 
and do oft forgive a debt of mony, without pay- 
menr, or the leaſt ſarisfaCtion. 

A. The caſe is not alike betwixt the debt of 
mony and the debt of Mens -ins; a Man may 
forgive a debr of mony, withour req ing any 
ſarisfattion, but the Sin of Murder, no Man can 
forgive it, without a ſartisfattion of life for life, 
and 
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and God hath expreſly required it by his Law, 
which may help us to underſtand how the Juſtice 
and juſt Law of God required a fatisfaftion ; and 
if Chriſt would make that ſarisfaCtion for us, he 
was to give his life 'for us, the juſt ſuffering for 
the unjuſt, that he might bring us unto God, 
God having laid on him the Iniquiries of us all, 
whodid bear our Sins on the Tree of the Croſs, by 
whoſe ſtripes we are healed, that being dead unto 
Sin, we might live unto Righteouſneſs, /ſaiah 53, 
6. 1 Pet,2.24. 1 Pet. 3.18, By which arisfaCtion 
that Chriſt hath made to God tor our Sins, not on- 
ly the juſtice of God is demonftrated, bur his Ho- 
lineſs and Purity ; for thereby he is made known 
to be a God, that ſo-loveth Righteouſneſs, and 
haterh Iniquity, that the very Holineſs and Puri- 
ty of lis Nature, as well as the Righreouſneſs of 
his Law ' required that ſatisfaction ro be made, 
that the Sins of Men might be pardoned, and God 
and Men might be reconciled, and thus both the 
Holineſs of God's Nature is demonſtrated, and 
the due Honour of his holy Law is preſerved, 
Hab.1.13. Iſaiah 42.21. 

2. Dothmnot Chriſt his making ſatisfaftion to 
the Juſtice of God for our Sins, hinder the free 
forgiveneſs of our fins ? How can a debt be fully 
paid, and yet freely forgiven ? 

A. The forgiveneſs of our Sins, Rom. 3. 24. is 
| ftill a moſt free forgivene(s to us, becauſe God 
freely gave us his dear Son Chriſt Jeſus (our of 
his abundant love) to make that fatisfaCtion fur 
us, and alſo that the Juſtice of God accepted 
that ſatisfaction from Chriſt, which in ſtrict jin- 
ſtice might have been required of us. Thus the 
VN Oi} - 
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wonderful Harmony of God's mercy and juſtice; 
and alſo ef his wiſdom and power is demonſtra- 
red in che way of Mens Redemption, fob. 3, 16, 
Pſal. 85. 10. 

©. Did not Chriſt alſo give himſelf for our 
Redemption ? | 

A. Yea, Gal. 1.4. Titns 2. 14, 

2. Doth it hinder God's free forgiveneſs, that 
he forgiveth none their Sins, without Faith, Re- 
pentance and Converſion ? 

A. Nay, which mav help us tounderſtand,that 
as Repentance and Faith on our part doth not 
hinder the forgiveneſs of God to be free to us, and '* 
of his rich free Grace, ſo nor doth the ſatisfaCttion * 
of Chriſt ro God's juſtice, on Chriſt's part hinder ,_ 
the ſame, |

Cry of their Children ; therefore by a Metaphor, 
Hell is called Tophet,and by the likeMetaphor,Hell 
is called by Chriſt in the N, Teſtament,Gehenna,i.. 
theLand or Field of Hinnon,where all theFilth of the 
City c.f/eruſalem was czit ingo,that piece of Ground 
having formerly belonged to aMan.,called Hinnon. 

2. Why hath God fo ordered it, that as the place 
of Reward to the Saints, and of Puniſhment to 
the Wicked, ſhould not be ſeen by us in this Life, 
nor apprehended by any of our outward Senſes ;

A. Firſt, itis an improper and unfit Suppoſiti- 
on, becauſe, never any have univerſally Obeyed 
it in all Points; tor according to the Scriptures

A. There is a twofold acceptance, the one cf 
a Servant, the other of a Son : Coarncl:is ard his 
Houſhold being pions Gentiles, who 1:4 fear God 
and work Righteouſneſs, were accepred in that 
Stare as Servants, but this wasſhnrr +4 the juſti- 
fication andacceptance of 5ons, and of bring in 
a State of Salvation, which none have, but 
through Faith in Chriſt Jeſus; an4 that Corrzelias, 
before Peter Preached Chriſt ro him, (as he dyed 
and roſe again) was not inthe Stare of S.lvation, 
with reſpect to Eternal Life, is evidegt from the 
Angels words to him,how that Peter ſhould Freach 
words to him, whereby he and all his Houſe ſhould 
be ſaved. Moreover that through raith in Chriſt, 
as he dyed and roſe again Petey Preached remiſ- 
ſion of Sins to Cornelis, and not through his Obe- 
dience in reſpect of what he did formerly, is clear 
from As 10, 43.

2. Bur ſuch as relyed and refted upon their 
Obedience that they performed to theſe Larrs, 
and had not Faith 'in Chriſt, and relyed not 
upon the free Love, Mercy, and Grace of God, 
in and through Chriſt ; did they not' make it a 
Law of Works to thernſelves, and fo ifell ſhott 
of Juſtification ?

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. Are the” Gentiles, who have not either 
Law of Goſpel outwardly Preached or Admi- 
niſtred to them, under any other Covenant of 
God, than that made at firſt with A4dum ? 

A. They are nattunder any other Covenant, 
but they are under the Law of Righteouſneſs, 
writ or plac'd by God in their Hearts and Con- 
ſciences, Rom. 2.15. 

2. Why may.not the Gentiles, in their meer 
Gentile» diſpenſation, be frictly ſaid ro be under . 
a Covenant of Works, without reſpect ro 4- 
dam '? 

A. Becauſe all Covenants that ever God made 
ſinee with Men, both were by ſome ſpecial Re- 
yelation, and had ſome external Figure or Signs 
given by God for irs Confirmaticn; but ſo is 
nor this Kaw univerſally put in al! Men. 

. May not this divine Law or Li:ht, pur in 
4'} Men, be called the Law or Light of Naive, 
which ſcemeth warranted by Rem. 2. 14. where 
it is ſard, The Georniles do by Neare the things 
contained. in the Law ? X 

A; If by Narnre, in that place, we under- 
ſtand the Nature of Man, to be :6 ſubject of 
Rrceprion, . and nor che cfhcient Canſe and Au- 
thor of it; it may be {© called: Bur tho? Man's 
Nature is the ſubject of ir, yer it is God, and 
the erernal Word that is the «<fhcient Cauſe, 
Author, and Original of it, and not the corrupted 
and defiled Nature of 'Man. 

.2, Whar is the nature of the Covenant of

A, It holds forth” Remiſfion of Sin, ard Juſti- 
fication freely, by the Grace and Favour of God, 
E 4 through 
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through Jeſus Chriſt the Mediator of it ,- the 
proiife of the Spirit, and the ſaving Graces any 
Gifts thereof, for our Sanctification, Regencra- 
tion, and Renovation, and fgr our mortifying 
and crucifying the Old Man, . and the body »f 
the Sins of the Fleſh, the taking away the heart 
of Stane, and giving us a heart of Fleſh, God's 
writing his Laws in thoſe hearts of Fleſh, and 
giving, us his ſpecial teachings and ſpecial Illumi- 
nations, Operations, and influences of his Holy 
Spirit, working in us Faith, Hope, and Love, and 
filial Fear, and all other Virtues and Fruits of the 
Spirit, and true Goſpel Repentance all ſuited to 
the Goſpel and new Covenant Diſpenſation, and 
all this freely by, and through, and for.

and no condition, or terms, that Men can per- 
form, are any the leaſt moving caule, to move 
God, co enable us to perfarm thoſe conditions, 
2. Bw isthere not an Order, in rhe way and 
ma.mn-r of God's giving his many ſeveral Favours, 
Gitts, and Blceftings, ro the Children of the New 
| Cove- 
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Covenant, as remiſſion of Sin, Juſtification, A- 
doption, and Eternal Salvation? 

A. Yea, There is an excellentOrder, of ſome 
things to go before, and other things to follow ; 
ſome of which go before, and others follow on- 
ly in order of Nature, and others in order of 
time, as plowing and ſowing the Ground goes be- 
fore Harveſt and Reaping z yet neither the plow- 
ing or ſowing are the moving cauſe to move God, 
to give the Fruit and Increaſe, 

I Doth then Faith and Repentance, in order 
of Nature go before remiflion of Sin, and Juſfti- 
fication, though they are together in time? - 

A. Yea. 

9. Howdoth this appear from Scripture ? 

A. By many plain teſtimonies of Scripture, as 

firſt, goncerning the neceflity of Converſion and 
Faith, in order both to forgiveneſs of Sin, Juſtifi- 
cation, and Sajvation, This was Pax!'s Commiſ- 
ſion given him by Chriſt unto Both Jews and Gen- 
tiles, As 26. 18, To open their eyes, and to twrn 
them from darkneſs to liy ht, and from the Power of 
Satas unto God, that they may receive forgiveneſs of 
fins, and inheritance among them, which are ſantt:- 
fied through faith that is in Chriſt Jeſus; and Rom. 
10.6, The righteouſneſs which u of faith, _— 
on this wiſe,ſay not in thy beart, &c, v.7. but what 
ſaith it, the word ws nigh thee, even in thy month, 
and in thy heart, that u the word of faith, which we 
preach, that if thow ſhalt confeſs with thy menth 
the Lord Jeſus, and ſhalt believe in thine heart, that 
God hath raiſed him from the dead, thou ſhalt 'be 
ſaved; for, with the heart man believeth unto righ- 
teonſneſs, &c. Again, Rom, 8, 29, 30. In that ex- 
| cellcart 
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cellent golden Chain, containing ſeveral Links 
that follow one after another: There is Prede« 
ſtination going, before Calling, and Calling before 
7m(cifymg, and 7uſtifying betore Glorifying, The 
Calling ( that is, nor an outward Calling only, 
but cniefly an inward Callkng, anc inward Work 
of God's Holy Spirit enlightning the underftan- 
ding, and: moving the Heart and Will ro anſwer 
the Call ) is not the proper Cauſe of cither Fu 
ſtification or Glorification, but a neceſfary anre- 
cedenrt of it in order of Nature, as the holding 
out of the Hand is antecedent in order of Na- 
rure, £o receive a free gift from hum who free- 
ly gives; for Faith has no cauſality, inorder to 
reccive forgiveneſs of Sin, and Juſtihcation, more 
than the Hand has to receive a rich and free 
Gifr, which Fairh is alſo the free Gift of Gbd, 
Again, As 10. 43. Said Peter in his Preacing 
to Cornelis and his Friends, To him, (viz. Chriſt 
7eſus,) even him whom they Slew, and Hanged 
on a Tree, gave all the Prophets witneſs, that 
throuzh his Name, whoſoever belreveth in h:nofvall 
restive remmijſion of Sins. Secondly, As to- Re> 
pentance, its being neceſlary in order to forgiv+ 
neſs and blotting out of Sins, Peter's words are 
plain, ACts 2.19. Repent ye therefore and be con 
werted, that.your fins mry he blotted. out, &c. And 
Acts 5. 30, 31, The God of. oar farhers raiſcd up, 
je/ws, whom fe ſlew and hanged on 4 tree, hum 
hath God exalted with his right hand. robe a "ruxce 
and 4 54vienr, for to ge repentance mito hrael, 
and forgsoneſs of fins. And Luke 24. 47. Chriſt, 
after his Reſurrection, raught the Bifciples the 
true Merhod ant Order uf Freaching, That re+ 
pentance 
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pentanee and remiſſion of ſins ſhould be preached in 
his Name, among all Nations, beginning at Fe- 
rw{alewm. Thus we ſee how though Repentance 
and Remiffion of Sins are joyred together in 
thoſe places, yet in order, Repentance is put an- 
te cedent to Remiſſion of Sins, 

©. But is nor Repentance a proper effect of 
remiſſion 'of Sin, as the Soul has a lively ſenſe 
of it wrought by the Spirit of Ged in the Soul, 
as: it was ſaid of Mary Mazdalen, ſhe loved much, 
becauſe much was forgiven her, who was a 
dezep and great Penicent ? ; 

A. As ſome degree of Repentance is antece- 
dent to forgiveneſ*, not as its Cauic, fo there 
are other degrees of it that are conſequents 
thereof, and may be called rhe cffects of ir. 

D. Are the Infant Children of believing Pa- 
renrs within the Covena''t of Grace, together 
with their Parents, fo that the Fromile is to 
them and.their Children ? 

” A. Yea, Att. 2.39. Gah 4.28. Gen, 17.7. 1 
Cor. 7. 14. 

©. Whar is the alone meritorious and inate- 
rial Cauſe of Mens Juſtification before God # 
Is it not the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt's moſt holy 

and perfect Obedience ſunto Death, and'the 
ſhedding of his moſt precious Blood) done and 
performed by him without us, freely of God 
imputed to us, and received by Faith ? 

A. Yea. 

£. Whar places of Scripture in the Old .Te- 
ſftament hold forth the Juſtification of the Faith- 
fol, and their eternal Salvation by Faith? 


A. That 
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A. That in Geneſis x5. 6. compared with Roms; 

4. 2, 3. Abraham believed in the Lord, and it 

was Counted to him for Righteouſneſs ; from 

whence Paxl inferred, that Abraham was not 

juſtified by Works, though he was a very holy 

Man, but by Faith. And though Abraham's 

Faith is not expreſly ſaid to have been in Chriſt, 

as he was ro come and ſuffer Death for our Sins 

in the Fleſh, yet it is certainly imply'd, for the 

great Promiſe of God to Abraham was, - That in 

his ſeed all nations of the earth ſhould be bleſſed, 

and therefore Abraham allo was bleſſed in that ſexd, 

which ſeed was Chriſt, as he came in the Fleſh, 
out of Abrah:m's Loins, [ and not the Light 
within, or inward Principle and Seed of God 
in. Mens Hearts, as ſome have moſt perverſly 
conſtrned ] a great part of which Bletling was 
forgiveneſs of Sins, and Juſtification through the 

Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, without us, freely im- 

puted to us, for that Abraham believed in Chriſt, 

as he wes to come.and ſuffer death in the Fleſh, 
and riſe a:zai', is clear, Abraham ſuw my day 
and rejoyced ({aid Chrilt,) yea, he received Iſaac 
after he hid 111d him on the Alczr, in a Figure 
that - ſignificd his Faith, thar Chriſt ſhauld nor 

only tuffer Death, hurt he rail. d from the Dead. 
And for Tuftificatiozn, by Faith in Chriſt, given 
to-the hnly- Ancients, Pawi Cires that place of 
the Old Teftament, in Habukenk 2. 4. The jult 
ſpall live by bis faith And Peter ques a place 
in //aiah2.8 16. 1 Pct. 2. 6. B2hoid 1 lay in Zion 
« chief Corn:y Stone, Elet#, Precroms, «nd be that 
helieveth on him ſh:ll wat be confounded.

all ſaid to have dyed in Faith ; their Faith did 
certainly reſpect Chriſt Jeſus, as he was to ſuf- 
fer death, and riſe again, becauſe he was, and 
is the ſure Foundation, to whom all the Pro- 
phers gave witneſs, that whoſoever believeth 
in him ſhould receive remiſſion of Sins. 

. How then is fames to be underſtood, who 
faith Abraham was juftined by Works, and Ra- 
chab ? 

A. Not in the ſight of God, bur as an evi- 
dence both to themiclves and others, that they 
were juſtifh-d. 

Are they not very fallacious, who Teach 
Tuſtitication, bv the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt im- 
puted to the Faithful, and mean thereby the 
inward Work of Righteouſneſs, or Sanification 
wrought in them ? 

A. Yea. 

2 And is it not Popiſh, and contrary to Scri- 
pture to Teach, that the Works which Chriſt 
works in us, or which we work by the help of 
his Spirit, are mer-torivus of Juſtification, ſeeing 
Abraham, whole Works were ſuch, was nor ju= 

Rificd by hs Works? A. Yea. 

. And is nt the ground of their fo Teas» 
ching falſe, and procecding from great Izno- 
rancez whereas they ſy, rhe Works that Chriſt 
or th- Spirit works in us are rot ours, but 
Chriſt's? for though Chriſt, by his Spirir, is thz 
efficient Cauſe of them, ver he is not the agly 
efticienr, fr we alſo work with him, and we 
are the only formal Cauſe of them; it is not 
Chriſt in us, thar Repents, Bclieves, Obeys, 
bur we, by his help and afliftance; and there- 

tore, 
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fore, tho' Chriſt is a perfett Agent, yet While 
we are not perfect, the Work is not perfect; 
for the nature of the Effet followeth the imper- 
feft Cauſe, eſpecially the formal Cauſe. An 
EffeCt altogether good, muſt have all-its Cauſes 
perfeCtly good ; otherwiſe, if there be a defect 
but in one of them, the Effect is imperfect ? 
A, Yea. |

YL. Hat uſe hath that inward Law of Righ- 

reouſneſs, or Illumination in all Men, 
given them by Chriſt, if no Man cah be erer- 
nally Saved by it, without Faith in Chriſt Cru- 
cifhed ? 

A. It is of great uſe, as it is a preparatory 
Miniſtration of the Spirir, in a lower degree and 
kind of Operation, tor convincing of Sin,” and 
giving the knowledge of Sin, and Working in 
the Soul a ſenſe of God's Wrath and Judgment 
for Sin, that is of that ſervice to Men ; as 
when Men are Condemned to dye for their 
Crimes, and afterwards heer ot the King's gra- 
cious and free Pardon, their former Condernna- 
tion mwokes the Pardon the more precious and 
acccpral le to chem. Thar was it that Paxl calls 
the Mim ftration of Death and Condemnation, 
2 Cor. 3. 7,9. that was glorious in its Seaſon, 
that 18, antecedent and preparatory to the Mi- 
niſtration of Jultificarion that followeth, and is 
much mcr'e glorious: For as God led Iſract of 
old by Sin 4;, where the. Law was given with 
terror, 19 Sion and feruſalem, that ſigniherh rhe 
Viton

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Viſion of Peace; and where the Temple was 
built, without the noiſe of a Hammer, 1 Kings 
6.7. So God now leads his 1ſract through the 
inward Miniſtration of the Law, to the inward 
Miniſtration -of the Goſpel and New Covenant 


of Grace, of Life and Peace. 


©. Whar other uſe hath ir, eſpecially to the 
Faithful, who are come under the New Cove- 
nant ? 

A. So far as the diftates and teaching, Light 
and Knowledge of it extends, it ſerves for a 
Rule of Life (together with the Scriptures) «in 
things of moral} Honefty, Juſtice, and Tempe- 
rance; for if our Keeſon as Men be ſtill of great 
uſe to us, in things of Reaſon, certainly thar 
Law or Light in,us, and in all Men, thar is 
greater and more excellent,than Humane Reaſon, 
is of great uſe and ſervice to the moit Faithful, 
And Obedience to it, as a Rule of moral Life, 
is ſo neceſſary, that no Man can be ſaved with- 
out ſincere Obedience to it, 

2. Bur doth not the more ſpecial Light and 
Illumination of Faith, given to the Faithful un- 
der the New Covenant, make the other void 
and uſeleſs, and as it were extinguiſh it, as the 
Light of the Day ſeems to extinguiſh the Ligh 
of the Night ? 

4. Nay: For as Chriſt ſaid he came not to 
deltroy .the Law and the Prophets, bur to fulfil 
them z ſo he is not come, cither Outwardly, or 
Inwardly to deſtroy cicther our Reaſon, as Men, 
or any former Light or NMluminarion, that he 
had given; nor doth the Light of the Day cxtin- 
guiſh the Light of the Night, ftrictly fpeaking, 


though 
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though it may ſeem ſo to do, but doth rather 
ſtrengthen it, and better it. And why ſhould 
the more excellent . Light of Faith extinguiſh 
this other Ligbt of Moral 7aſtice, "more than it 
doth extinguiſh our Reaſon as Men, which by 
Experience is not ſo found, but the contrary, 
that the more we are enlightned by, or with, 
the Light of Faith, our Reaſon is the more re- 
fined, pure, and clear, ſtrong and vigorous. 

.9. What ground of Scripture is there for Two 
Lights, or more than one? Is there not rather 
one only Light, which is God, and the Word 
Chriſt, which is one with him, that inwardly 
ſhinerh in the hearts of all Men? 

A. The Light originally is but one, and that 
is God, and Chriſt the Eterual Word, the Foun- 
tain of all L:yht, Wiſdom, Grace, and Goodneſs ; 
yer this one Fountain ſendeih forth its various 
Streams according to his good Pleaſure; and 
though there is but one God, yet there is diver- 
ſity of Operations, and but one Chriſt, yet di- 
verſity of Miniftrations, and bur one Spirit, yet 
diverſity of Gifts, as the Scripture plainly de- 
clareth ; hence we find in Scripture, that God is 
called the Father of Lights, and the God of all 
Grace ; alſo we read both of the manifold Wiſ- 
dim of God, and his man'fuld Grace ; and of the 
ſeven Sprrits of God,anſwerii:g to the ſeven Lamps, 
or Lights in the Sanctuary, which Sulowen, ac- 
cording to the Wiſdom given him of God, in- 
creaſed the number of unto Ten. 

2, But can Gnd, or Chriit, as he is the Word, 
be ſaid to be a Light in Men, cither univerſally 
in all Men, or ſpecially in faithful Men ? 

A. Yea, 
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'A. Yea, both univerſally in all Men, and 
more ſpecially in the Faithful, it leing general- 
fy acknowledg'd, not only by Choiftians, but 
by Heathen Poets, Orators, and Philoſfopiers, 
that God, and his W-:rd and Spirit, is in a!l the 
Creaturcs; and as it is faid in the Book called 
Wiſdom, God s incorrvptible Spirit is in all things, 
Wiſdom 12. 1. So thar there is no Goodneſs, of 
Virtue, or Exccllency, that is in cither Stone, 
Metal, Vegetable or Animal, hurt God is the 
Author and firſt Cauſe of ir; and that, not as at 
a diſtarce, or without things only, but as near, 
yea, ſo near, that, as God is in all thirgs, fo 
all things are in him ;; and in him we live, and 
move, and have our Beir.gz and therefore, as 
God is Light effentially in, and ty himſelf, (:» by 
an eaſie Metonymie, God and Chriſt may te ſaid 
to be a Light co, and in all Men, as the Cauſe 
and Author of all the Light that Men have unt- 
verfaily; and more eſpecially he is in, and 19 
the Faithful their Light, ( as David ſaid, The 
Lord is my Light and wy Salvation, P(\. 27.1.) 
enlightning them with greater and more high 
and noble Illuminations and Lights, than he doth 
other Men, and (© is a rrue Cauſe cf-rheir Sal- 
vation, as their Light in them, but not the only 
Cauſe, as within them, bur al as in Chriit God- 
man without them, ard togeth+-r wich him, their 
great High Prieſt, Mediator, Advocate, Head 
of divine Influence and fpiritual Nourtfhment, 
Cc. 
2. But if God and Chriſt be a Light in Men, 
then what need is there of zny thing elſe wicth- 
out Men? What need of Chriſt Gad man with- 
F out 
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cut them, to enlighten themy ſeeing they have 
God and Chriſt in them ? 

A. The Prefence-and In-being of one Cauſe 
rakes not away the Influence, Virtue, and Ope- 
ration of another Cauſe; as it were a falſe Ar- 
gument to ſay, God is in a Field of Earth, as 
the great Cauſe of its fruitfulneſs, and therefore 
that Field will produce_Corn, without Seed,and 
without Dew and Rain from Heaven, and with- 
out the Influence of the Sun, all which are cx- 
ternal ſecond Cauſes; even as falſe it is to argue, 
God and Chriſt conſidered as the Word, is in 


them ; therefore they need not Chriſt conſidered 
as Gnd-man, the Word made Fleſh, their High 
Prieſt, Mediator, Advocate, and Propitiation 1n 
Heaven without them, or any influence of hea- 
venſy Dew, Rain, or Warmth from him, that 
Sun of Righteouſneſs, in whom the Fulneſs of 
the Godhceel dwells bodily, who is full of Grace 
and Truth ; and of whoſe Fulneſs (as faid John) 
we all receive, and Grace for Grace, 

2. I« ic not therefore a great Error in them, 
who blame that aſſertion, that the Zight Within, 
whether in Saints or Heathens is not ſufficient ro 
Salration without ſomething elſe, that ſome- 
thing elſe heing underſtood to be the Man Chriſt 
(who 1s both God and Man) and rhe Sacrifice of 
himſelf, by his Death on the Croſs, his Reſurre- 
tion, Aſcenſion, and Interceflion for us in Hea- 
ven; all which are ſomething elſe than the Light 
Within, whether in Saints or Heathens ? 

A, Yea, and tis a downright ſetting _ 
al 


every Man, ard in the Saints, and Operates in. 
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and Hetheniſm in oppoſition to Chriſtianity, and 
a ſnbvyerſion of it. 

.9. But did not Chriſt ſay to Part, 2 Cor. 12.9, 
My grace # ſufficient for thee, and was not thar 
Grace in Paxl, and it ſufficient, what need any 
thing elſe ? 

A. The Grace of Chrift was in Paxl, but in 
meaſure, and in Chriſt in all fulneſs ; ard tho' 
the preſent meaſure of Crace that was in Paxl 
was ſufficient for that preſcnr time, yer not with- 
out Chriſt ; as a Man's Rand is ſifficient to han- 
dle a Pen,and Write, or do other Work, but not 
without the Man himſelf; nor was that meaſure 
ſufficient for all time to come, bur F.i#l needed 
a daily ſupply of more Grace out of Chiift's tul- 
neſs; as the Bread we received laſt Wrox, and 
the Drink we then drank, will nor ſartisfie us 
now, Without a new ſupply of daily Bread and 
Drink, ſo nor will the meaſure of Grace given 

he laſt Week or Day ſuffice ro Day , but we 
eed daily ro pray, in reſpe& of our ſpiritual 
read from Heaven, Give us this day onr daily 
read, or as ſome think it berter tranſlated, 
ive us this day the Bread of our S»ſtinence, or 
ſtent ation. 

2. Harch theGrace of y and of Chriſt then, 
s it ſignifiech an inward Principle, thathe giv- 

thto Men, its ſeveral meaſires ? 

A, Yes, it hath, as Paxl ſaid, to every of us 

s Grace given, according to the meaſure of 
he Gift of Chriſt, Eph. 4.7. 


2. Hath'the Spirit of God any mcaſures or 
arts ?

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A. Properly ſpeaking, nay, For the Spirit of 
God 1s one and the ſame Infinite Being with 
GaoJ, and God has no Meaſures , Parts, nor

2. ls then the Grace of God a diſtinct thing 
fron: the Spirit of God ? 

A. Yea, though not divided or ſeparated 
there-fram, 

.2 Row then are we tounderſtand that man- 
ner of Speech uſed by ſome that, one hath 
a greater or |clicr rreaſure of the Spirit than 
anorner ? 

A, Not as with refpeCt to himſelf, bur with 
reſpect ro the Gifts and Graces thereof; alſo 
when the Spirit is ſaid ro be yuenched, that can- 
nat be underſtood af the Spirit hinrelf, but of his 
Operations, 

.2. How is the Scripture to be -underſtood, 
that faich, the Holy Ghott was ſent dowa by 
Chriſt upon the Apoſtles ? for ſeeing the Holy 
Gholit is that Inficite Spirit, and 1s every wher: 
preſent, he is not capable of any local motion 
of Deſcent or Aſcent? 

A. That Deſcent is alſo to be underſtood, 
not with reſpect wo himſclt, but his Gifts and 
Graces. 

2. What are theſaving Graces and Gifts of 
Chritt, and of the Holy Spirit? Are they not an 
iwward Seed and Principle of a ſpiritual and ho- 
ly Life, (the ſame that Febs calls the Seed of 
God, I _ 2.59. and Petey the Incorruptible Sect, 
of v:hich the Children of God are Born, 1 Pe. 
1.23.) containing all the Virtues, Graces, and

2. Why is the Spiritual Appearance and Ope- 
ration of . Chriſt in Believers compared to Fire, 
and metaphorically ſo called ? 

A. Becauſe of the reſemblance and likeneſs 
of the natural and outward Fire to the inward 
and ſpiritual z for, as the outward Fire both en- 
lightens and conſumes what 1s combuſtible, as 
Wood and Stubble, but melts, purifics and re- 
fines, Gold and Silver,ſo th® inward and fpiritu- 
al Fire both enlighrens the Uunderſtanding,to ſee 
what Sins and Luſts are in the Heart thar are to 
be deſtroyed, and is as powerful and mighty to 
deſtroy them, yer doth no hurt to the Creature, 
but refineth, purgeth and purifieth it, as Gold 
and Silyer is purged from | droſs. Again, as 
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the operation of the Fire, upon the Fleſh of any 
living Creature, is ſenſibly painful and afflifting, 
{ is the operation of this inward and fpiritual 
Firr, jon the fleſhly Luſts of Men, (that have 
b-cn as their living fleſhly Members) even ſenſi. 
bly painful and afllifting, with a ſpiritual ſenſible 
pain, And as the Fire hath not this operation, 
but as there is a due application,and bringing near 
ot the things that the Fire is ro operate upon, 
unto the Firc, ſo there muſt be an inward ap- 
plicatiun of the Heart and Soul of the Man, that 
1s to be thus purificd, and have his Sins and Luſts 
deſtroyed to this inward and ſpiritual Fire, which 
is to Le felt in his Heart and Soul; and tho' for a 
ſeaſon great inward pain and aſſlition, and ſuf- 
fering is here felr, as when a Cancer is cut out of 
a Man's Fleſh, yer it cught to be born with all 
poſſible quier,paticnce, and ftilneſs, and even then 
there is a preſent inward ſpiritual Joy, Eaſe, and 
Refreſhment telrin the Soul, that accompanieti 
tic puing as when a Perſon is Cut for the Stone, 
the eaſc of having the Stone raken away 18 great- 
er than tuc pain of the Weund. 
v2. As there is an inward Baptiſm, which 
CErit and nvt Man giveth, ſo is there not anin- 
war Supper that Chriſt giveth, and not Map, 
oi both which, the outward Baptiſm and Supper 
are Signs; evenasthe Word outwardly Preach- 
Eq in the cutward Ears of Men, is a Sign of that 
mvard Word Preached by Chriſt himſelf in the 
He.rt; and as the inward Word and Preaching 
of Chriit in the Hearr, makes not the outward 
Word, that is 2 Sign of the inward, null and void, 
or pnprofitable, but «here is a good and cxcel- 
/ lent 
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tent conſiſtency beewixt them, fo is there not as 
good and excellent conſiſtency berwixt the out- 
ward Baptiſm and Supper, whichare the Signs, 
and the inward and ſpiritual ? 

A. Yea. 

2. Who are they that partake of the inward 
Baptiſm and Supper ? 

A. None but true Believers in Chriſt as he was 
outwardly Crucified, and who hear his Voice, 
and open the Door to his knocking, &c. by is 
ſpiritual appearance at the door of their Hearts. 
All fuch, and none bur ſuch, Sup with him, and 
he with them. 

.L. Whar is cheir Supping with him ? 

A. His giving them his Fleſh to Eat and his 
Blood to Drink, that is, his tezching and ena- 
bling them by his Spirit to apply the Merit, Vir- 
tue, and Efficacy of his Fleſh and Blood, which, 
together with his Soul, he offered up ro God a 
Sacrifice for our Sins; by which application and 
union through Faith, Believers reccive remitſion 
of Sin and his holy Spirit, with the gracious Ins 
fluences thereof. 

 L. Whar is his Supping with them ? 

A. Their Faith in him, and Love to him, to- 
gerher with the lively exerciſe of all their Graces, 
which are acceptable to him, as a Supper to a 
hungry Man. 

9. But Chriſt ſaid,it is the Spirit that quickers, 
the Fleſh profirs nothing : This is brought by 
tome as an Argument againſt the necetſicy of 
Faith in Chrift as he ſuffered dearth in the Fleſh, 
by them who think that Faith is got neccls 
ſary ? 

H 3 A. If 
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A. Iftheir Argument had any weight, it would 
prove that Faith not only not neceſſary, but no- 
thing profitable, though ſome of them diſtin- 
guiſh, and ſay, they corfets it is profitable, bur 
not necellary. But the Argument is built on a 
falſe ſuppoſition and perverſipn of our Saviour's 
words, which was an aniwer to the carnal Jews, 
thcir objecting, How can this Man give us his 
Fleſh w Kai? which they meant of bodily Eat- 

ng, by the bodily Movth ; Þur Chriſt meant ir 
f a ſpiritual Eating, by the ſpiritual Mouth of 
he Soul, to wit, by Faith, which the Spirit giy- 
th, and their carnal underſtanding was that 
Fleſh which 6id nor profit, as neither would (on 
ſuppoſirion) their eating of his Fleſh with their 
bodily Mouths, if they could have done ir, 

.2 Another Objection is oft made by ſome, 
againit the neceſſity of Faith in Chrift as he ſuf- 
fered in the Fleſh, that Pawl ſaid, He knew Chriſt 
no more afrer the Fleſh; how is this Objection 
to be anſwered? 2 Cor.g. 16, 

A. The words after the Fl:ſ>, do not refer to 
Chr-it's Fleſh; as if Paxl had renounced and 
quite buried 1n oblivion, all Knowledge, Faith, 
and Remembrance of Chriſt's Veath and Suffer- 
ings in the Fleſt;, and Reſurrection, the contra- 
ry of which is cvident from many places through: 
out his Epiitles,and particularly from his words a 
little befure in that ſame Chaprer ; v.14,15. but his 
carnal knowledge of Chriſt,ſuch as he had when a 
Phariſce, which was bur a knowledge of Chrift 
after the Fleſh, he did juſtly reject. 

L Burt havenot ſome felt an inward and fpi- 
ritual F:re, and had experience of the good Ef- 
fects 
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fets of it, who are fo far from having had Faith 
in Chriſt, as he outwardly ſuffered Death in the 
Fleſh, that they are prejudiced againſt it, and 
haye openly, before many Witneſſes, oppoſed 
it, as unneceſſary and unprofirable; yea, hurt- 
ful, as drawing. from the Gift of God within? 

4. As the = at Mount S:n4ii, Exod. 19 1. 
I6, 12, 2,6, wasgiven inFire, on the gcth day 
after the Children of [frac came out of Egypt, fo 
the Holy Ghoſt was given in Fire, on the Fork 
day from Chriſt's Reſurreftion, As 2. 1. 2. 3. 
And as thee rwo outward Fires differcd, fo there 
arc two jnward Miniſtrations of Fire, as it were 
ry Fires; the firſt Legal, che ſecond Evangelical z 
and whatever good Effects rhe Legal Fire pro- 
duceth, it maketh none the Children. of the 
New Covenant, or bringeth to that Perfection 
and Purification, and true and real Santtification, 
that the Goſpel miniſtration bringeth unro, the 
Effects of the laſt and firſt as much dift-ring, as 
Gold and Silver differs from Braſs and Iron. 

2. Whar is the Everlaſting Life ? - 

A. It is the full enjoyment of God and Chriſt, 
together with the holy Spirit, by Viſion, Love, 
and Delight; together with the complete Glori- 
fhcation of the Souls and Bcodics of all the Faith- 
ful, eternally and withour all end in the Kingdom 
of Heaven; and where they ſhall enj. y the 
blefled Society of all thg holy Angels and gloriti- 
ed Saints, Aatth.5.8. 1 Cor. 13.12, 17fob. 3.2. 
Rev. 2:2. 4. Phikip 3.21, Luke 20, 36, Heb, 12, 
22, 
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2. ls there an Earneſt or {irſt Fruits of Eter- 
nal L Life, that the Faithtul do enjoy here on Earth 
in the mortal Body ?

2. Whar is "© Faith in Chriſt Jeſus, where- 
by the Faithful cat his Flcſh and drink his Blood, 
that they may have Ercroal Life? 

A. It is not only the aflent of the underſtan- 
ding to the truth of Chriſt, as he came in the 
Flcſh, and gave his Body of Flcih to be broken, 
and his Bloud to be ined for us, but is a moſt 
chearful, ready, and free conſent of the Heart 
and Will, whereby every true Believer, with 
ercat deſire, recciveth, accepteth, and relyerh 
upzn Chriſt ; rruſterh and contideth in him (and 
in God the Father through him) for remiſſion 
of Sin, Juſtification, and Eterral Life and Salva- 
tion, and all rhe Spiritual blcflings promiſed in 
the Goſpe!z and by which free act of, the Will, 
the Faithful chuie God to be their God and Fa- 
tier, and Chriſt to be their Redeemer and Savi- 
our, Head and Husband, King and Lord, as 
well as Pricſt and Propitiation for Sin. The Be- 
liever having thus ated Faith on him; is as tru- 
ly refreſhed, comforted, ſtrengthened, fed} and 
fatished with him, 'as a hungry Man is with 
Meat ; therefore, by a Metaphor, believing in 
Chriſt is called an eating of him ; both which af- 
ſent of the Underſtanding, and conſent and 
choice of the Heart and Will, is wrought 1n the 
Soul by the Spirit of Chriſt, by means of 'the 

ord and Doctrin delivered in the holy Scri- 
Drures ; and, by the like Metaphor, it 1s called,

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a looking to him, a coming to him, a reſting 
and abiding in him, a being joyned t6 him, as 
the Members are joyned to the Head, a being 
grafted in him, Rom, 11, 17. Job. 15. 4. and 
built upon him, as on a ſure Foundation; alſoa 
being married to him,by which Faith,as theyja- 
bide and dwell in him, fo he abideth and dwel- 
leth in them,Heb. 12. 2. Iſa. 45. 21. 22, Matth.

Yea, not 
only his Spirit and Life dwelleth in them, but he 
himſelf, the Man Chriſt Jeſus, who'dyed and 
roſe again, by Faith dwelleth in them, not by his 
bodily Preſence, but by their having bim ih their 
conſtant thoughts and remembrance, and in their 
love and affeCtions, as the loving Wife hath her 
loving Husband in her thoughts and affections, 
when he is bodily abſent; and as Part faid to 
the Corinthians, 2 Cor. 7.3. You are in onr hearts 
to dye and tolive with you. 
©. Butir is objeted by ſome, that they find 
a difficulty, if not an impoſſibility in it, to believe 
in the Man Chriſt without them, whom they have 
never, at any time, heard or ſeeny they cannot 
frame a conception of: him in the mind, as the 
Wife can of the Husband, whom ſhe hath both 
heard and ſeen, and immediately converſed with? 
A. 1 he account that the holy Scriptures give 
us of him, and of his moſt holy Life, and Virtues, 
and wonderful Excellencics, doth better help us 
to frame a Conception of him in our minds, as 
the holy Spirit that we receive from him, gives 
life to that Conception by his powerful Opera- 
tion 1n us, than if we had cnly ſeen; him and 
| heard 
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heard him outwardly; as the true and accurate 
deſcription of a Man's Life'and Virtues gives us 
a better account of him, than the bodily ſight and 
hearing ofhim ; therefore it was that our Lord (aid 
to Thomas, Bleſſed are they that have not ſeen, and 
yet bave believed, Joh. 20, 29, There is no Man 
who hath receiv'd ſome extraordinaryſayour from 
a Perſon that he hath got ſeen, but by the favour 
which he hath recejv'd fram him,he wifl be helped 
to framea yery loyely Conception of him in his 
Heart and Soul. And the faichful who had nor feen 
Chriſt with their bodily Eyes more than we, to 
whom Peter writ unto, did bath believe in Chriſt, 
and love him whom they had not ſeen, and rejoy- 
ced in him with great joy, even joy unſpeakable 
and full of glory, 1 Pet. x. 6. With what dearne(s 
of love and afteftion do welove the Saints, whoſe 
holy Lives and Virtues are fo liyely ſer forth ro us 
in the Scriptures, and the holy Martyrs in Church 
Hiſtory, though we believe not ia them: But we 
could not love them, unleſs we had ſome true Con- 
ception or Idea of them; for love doth as much 
require a lively Conception of the ObjeCheloved, 
as Faitnrequireth alively Conceprion of the Ob- 
zet believed, Therefore, ifthe Man Chrilt can be 
loved, without having outwardly ſeen him or heard 
him ; by the ſame reaſon, he can be beheved, and 
eraſted in, without the outward ſight and hearing 
of him.

on Luke 11. 35. vol. 3. which I judge worthy to be no- 
ticed, well agreeing with what I have delivered in my 
fore-going Catechiſm on that SubjeRt;, Pay 47- 63. 64. 65. 
Orher Protetant Authors I could cite, ailerting rhe ſame. 
Pag. 68. Vol. 3. Some of the ableſt of the Peripaterick 
School (not without countenance from A4rifterle himſelf, 
in the 5th Chapter of his 34 Book Ile? $295) hold, 
That. beſides the Native Inherent Light of the Intelie& 
(which is eſſential to ir, as it is a Faculty made to appre- 
end, and rake in its Objett after a ſpiritual way) — 
is alſo ano:her Light in the Nature of a Ardiam, beaming 
in upon it by a continual efflux and emanation from the 
ron Fumtain of Light, and irradiating this intelleQtual 
*aculry, together with Species and Repreſentations of 
things imprinted rhereupon. According to which Do- 
&rin, it ſeems, with great reaſon, to follow ; That what- 
ſoever interpoies berween. the Mind, and thoſe irradia- 
tions from God {as all Sin more or lefs certainly does) 
muſt needs hinder the entrance and admiſſion of them into 
the Mind,and then darkneſs muſt by neceſfary conſequence 
enſue, as being nothing elite bur the ableace or privation 
of Lighr. 

For the furrhcr illuſtration of which Notion, we may 
obſerve, that the Underſtanding, the Mind, or Conſcience 
of Man ( which we ſhall here take for rhe ſame thing ) 
ſeem to bear much the ſame reſpe&t ro God, which Glats 
or Chriſtia! does to the Light or Sun, which appears in- 
deed ro the Eye, a bright and ſhining thing; neverthelets 
this ſhining 1s not ſo much from any cirential Light or 
Brightneſs exiſting in the Glaſs it 1eif ({uppoing that 
that there be any 1uch in it) as it is foni chePereaſneſ: of its 
Body, rendring it D.aphanozxs, and thereby 1:t to receive 
and tranſmi: thoi'c Riyes of Light, which falling upon 
it, and patſing through it, repreſent it ro common view, 
as a Lyminous Body. But now, let any thing of L, 2't or 
Gulacts 
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foulneſs ſully this Glaſs, and ſo much of the $Sh:n+ or 
Brightneſs of wt is preſently. gone, becauſe ſo much of the 
Light is thereby hindred from entering into it, and mak- 
ing its way, through ir. In like manner, every a& of Sin, 
every degi&b of Guilr, does in its proportion caſt a kind 
of ſoil and"foulneſs upon the intelleQtual part of the Soy], 
and thereby intercepts thoſe bleſſed irradiations, which 
the Divine Nature is continually darting in upon it —--- 
a little after. -— I will not affirm this to be a perfe& ex- 
emplification of the Caſe before us, but I am fure ir is a 
lively illuſtration of it, and may be of no ſmalluſe toſuch 
aS ſhall chroughly conſider ir. . 

And concerning the donation of a certain determinate 
number of Perſons made to Chriſt, ro be his People, by 
an Eternal Compa& or Tranſafttion between the Father 
and the Son ; by virtue of which Agreement or Tranſ- 
ation, he was in the Fulneſs of Time to ſuffer for them, 
and to accompliſh the whole Work of their Redemption, 
from firſt to laſt. See pag. 415. of his Sermon on /ſa.53.8. 
{ where he hath theſe following words, greatly worthy of
